change in policy as outlined by 
President Nixon that American 
personnel would not be going 
beyond 21.7 miles into Cambodia 
"and there have been no U. S. 
personnel beyond that."

tragedy and turmoil Many 
other institutions officially 
reopened, however. 


Still angry over fighting in 


Cambodia and the killing of four 
Kent State students in Ohio by 
National Guardsmen, students 
at many campuses continued to 
strike despite orders from 
college 
officials reopening 


classes. 


At New York's City College, 


for example, classes were 
resumed 
but 
a 
college 


spokesman said that "there are 
a lot of students on campus, but 
not many are going to class." 


Many, like the student body of 


the University of Maine, were 
voting today and Tuesday 


whether to continue boycotting 
classes or return to their 
studies. 


The students' 
strike in- 


formation center at Brandeis 
University today listed 450 
schools on strike, and said it had 
confirmed that 157 schools wili 
be struck indefinitely. A ham 
radio network of 150 stations 
was set up to keep track of 
campus activities across the 
nation. George Winne, 23-year- 
old son of a retired naval officer 
died early today from burns 
suffered when he set himself 
afire Sunday on the University 
of California campus in San 
Diego.

This raises the question .vhich 
should be faced by the super­ 
visors, do the rest of the people 
in Tehama want to place 
themselves under the regional 
government as proposed by such 
federal legislation? 
Whether a citizen of Tehama 
owns a gun or not, the question is 
a much more vital one. It Is 
merely a question of the

amendment of the Constitution, 
the right to keep and own arms, 
Copies of the Omnibus Crime 
Bill and Safe Streets Act were In 
evidence and direct reference to 
several pasaages were read 
aloud to clarify without any 
shade of doubt the deliberate 
intent of the legislation to nullify 
the second amendment of the 
Constitution. 
The discuMton carried on for 
the lengthy period was orderly 
and impartial There was a 
commendable effort on the part 
af all supervisors to Insure each 
one present an opportunity to be 
heard. In contrast to ths 
televised meetings of so many 
other discuMiona these days. 
Tehama can be genuinely proud 
of the behavior and atmosphere

demanded that there be no 
regular classes for the rest of 
the semester, with passing 
grades and full credit for work 
done, and no penalty to em­ 
ployes who respect the strike.

Pilot Program In 
Reading Instituted 


By GERALDINE W. BRASHER 


This year a pilot program in 


reading has been instituted in 
seven classes at Jackson 
Heights School and in one class 
at Vista School. 


This 
program 
— Total 


Reading — was originally tried 
in the Monterey Peninsula 
Unified School District with 
phenomenal success according 
to test results. Students who 
were enrolled in the program for 
one year scored a median 
achievement fully seven months 
above the district's median. 


Total Reading integrates the 


teaching of reading, writing, 
spelling and speech through an 
understanding of the phonetic 
components of English. 


The child learns the sound of 


the letters of the alphabet by 
writing and saying them at the 
same time. After the single 
letters, he learns a vowel code 
with the markings for the most 
common vowel sounds. This 
enables him to unlock words 
independently 
through 


knowledge of the sounds of the 
consonants and the vowel code 
marks. 


According to Jean Knox, a 


reading specialist and coor- 
dinator of the program, "Many 
children soon feel confident in 
their ability tc sound out words 
and enjoy attacking long word- 


s." 


Beginning reading words are 


introduced as the child shows 
evidence of being ready for 
them. Each child advances at 
his own pace and studies his 
words* from his own word pack. 


The words on these packs are 


soon put into short phrases and 
the child asks the teacher to 
check his progress when he feels 
he is ready to be checked. 


The child progresses into 


books at his own pace. During 
the course of the year he may 
read fifty or more library books 
and complete comprehension 
work papers from reading work- 
books. 


Jean Knox says that "the 


attitude of the children toward 
reading seems very good. Most 
of them are eager to read and 
feel successful." 


Good penmanship is also an 


important part of the program. 


From the very beginning tne 
child is taught to slant his paper, 
hold his pencil correctly and sit 
properly for writing. 


Creative expression 
begins

Hopes To End Strike 
Of Los Angeles 
Teachers Dashed 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


Hopes to end the teachers' strike 
in the city's huge school district 
today fell through Sunday when 
the school board failed to act on 
a proposed compromise and 
some teachers vowed to con- 
tinue the walkout. 


Mediator Benjamin Aaron,

But the school board, after 


discussing the proposal for 
almost 10 hours, delayed further 
discussion until today. At one 
point, board member 
J.C. 


Chambers walked 
out of the

proposal was not acceptable 
because it called for "money we 
do not have." 


Union leaders had accepted 


Aaron's proposals. 
But some 


6,700 members who had been 
awaiting the board's action 
before voting on ratification 
voted instead to stay on strike 
until the board approves an 
acceptable contract. 


The teachers' union, -vhich 


claims membership of 22,000 of 
the district's 25,400 teachers, 
started the strike April 13 for 
bigger paychecks and smaller 
classes.
